The airfield at Kacha (44—-47N, 33=34E), on the west coast of the Crimean ASSE y 
is approximately 20 kilometers north of Sewastopol (4~35N, 33=34E) and 4§ 
kilometers south of Yerpatoriya(45-L2N, 33—21E ) q- Tae field, which is approx 
imately 100 meters from the shore of the Black Sea, is about 13 kilometers 
south of the Alma River and about four kilometers north of the Kacha River, It 
is on a plateau which runs from the north bank of the Kacha River to the’ Alma 
Rivers Since the airfield is located in a slight depression in the plateau, 

it ds only about ten meters above sea Level, 


The nearest villages to the field are the following: Adzhi-Bulat (Ab-hON, 33-378), 
about four kilometers north of the airfield; Mamaschat (not lowated), about four 
kilometers south of the airfields and Alctachi, (hh-L5N, 33=44E), about 16 kiice 
meters east of the field, The nearest railroad station is located 25 kilometera 
east of the airfield at Bakhchisaray (hk=-47N, 33-54E), on the double=track Jine 
from Simferopol (44=58N, 34-05E) to Sevastopol, The nearest airfield (sie)* is 

ab Saki (45-O7N, 33-368), about 38 kilometers north of the Kacha airfield. 


The airfield is in the shape of a long rectangle, It extends approximately 

2,500 meters east to west and approximately 1,000 meters north to south, The 
entire airfield is surrounded by a two-meter-high wire fence which is attached 

to concrete posts, There are three entrance gates on the wast side of the atrfield, 


The surface of the airfield has been leveled and is covered with grass, There is 
a firm foundation of sandstone and lime, Beeause of a 15 percent decline toward 
the Black Sea, no built-in drainage system is necessaryg, and 
hort of any unusual: disturbanée, the field would continue to be usable 
uring winter thaws and spring rains, , 


There are nine (sic) parallel runways at the airfield, each about 1,000 meters 
long and 30 meters Wide» - They begin at the taxiing and parking strip on the west 
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side of the field and run from west to east, The taxi strip is approximately 
900 meters long and 70 meters wide, these runways are 
paved with some kind of asphalt materlalL, The enbire Fleid is illuminated 

ab night, The runways are marked with rows of red and green lights, 


Fifteen buildings are loeabed on the 100-meber-wide strip of shore to the 

west of te field. The buildingsare between the sea and the main road 

from Mamaschai to, Alma=Tamak (44=52N, 33-376). They extend north and south on 
bot aides of a small through straet, The buildings are two stories high,

The Kacha airfield is strictly a military field, though["_dves not know 
to which headquarters it is subordinate nor which units are abatdoned there, 
In summer and fall 1949 [ _——lepproxtmtely 25 MIG type planes and about 
35 Ilyushin bombers on the field. 

raised hilly (sic) terrain about 20 kilemeters northwest of the alrfield, This 
area is completely uninhabited and only bushes grow there, Especially during 
the summer of 1949, [these planes making daily prastice flights, 


Fog, low cloude, and rain and snow storms are very rare in thie area, The 
field may be icy for a short time during November and December, Tt would be 
covered with 20 to 30 centimeters of anow from the eml of December to the 
middle of February, The temperatures varies from a maximum of 38 to 40 degrees 
cenbigrade in the summer to between 12 and 15 degrees centigrade in the winter,
